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Over 25 years ago in the mid 90’s a loved brother-in-law gifted me the book Howard Zinn’s 
book “A People’s History of the United States”. I read it and felt more informed with a fresh 
perspective not shared with me before during my mandatory youth indoctrination years in 
government schools. 


Since the publication of ‘A People’s History... in 1980, the book has become a touch stone for 
the promotion of coercive actions in support of ‘Social Justice. Iam reminded of assigned books 
during Junior High School like “The Jungle” by Upton Sinclair that detailed the perspective of 
meat packer laborers near the Chicago Stockyards. An inside look at the beef industry and the 
aborer’s working conditions. Sanitation of the industry was heavily criticized and the book was 

ery influential in instituting government regulation, perception of labor unions and the advo- 
cacies of political parties and their candidates during a rapid expansion of government during 
another era of ‘progressivism. As a young student I was certainly influenced by my empathy for 
the workers and their circumstances. The health concerns for the consumers wasn‘ lost on me 
either. 


But it’s the word reVISIONism that gets my attention. The word was heavily associated with 
Marxist Ideology being watered down. So the word coming from The Left is understandable, 
but what is to be reVisioned? I suspect that the vision has something to do with power, control 
and Money.

Ask, “How do you plan to eliminate vic- 
tim disarmament laws so people can protect themselves?” 
The issues are influenced by the questions asked - and by 
exactly how the questions are worded - by the media, the poll- 
sters and the politicians. 
This influence is now, however, being steadily displaced as in- 
dividuals use the internet to ask their own questions, and seek 
answers from people who have first-hand knowledge. But that 
medium has been corrupted as well. But as always expected, 
there are decentralized methods of communications coming 
into use at an increasing rate.

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The Birth of “Black” & “White” 
Dividing the Poor to Maintain Control 
by Kenny Palurintano 


Did you know that in the 1600s there were already African Americans suing for their freedom, owning land, owning slaves, and 
becoming part of the wealthy merchant class? In the 1630s one Anthony Johnson finished his indentured servitude and became a 
free man, by 1651 he owned 250 acres and had five indentured servants of his own (4 “white” and 1 “black.”) 
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Skip ahead to 1676, and the colony of Virginia is in the midst of Bacon’s Rebellion. To put it simply, farmers and traders from Virginia, 
led by Nathaniel Bacon, were being told they could not deal directly with the natives unless they had approval from the governor 
(which only his friends received), tobacco prices were crashing, and the powder keg went up. Funnily enough, Bacon was actually 
the cousin of the governor they were fighting against. After months of killing each other, of the rebels raiding native villages, and 
even the burning to the ground of Jamestown, Nathaniel Bacon died (supposedly from “The Bloodie Flux”, though his body was nev- 
er found), and the rebellion came to an end. While the story around this rebellion is already rather convoluted, with Bacon and his 
men fighting what they considered government corruption, while also raiding peaceful tribes simply to steal their pelts and other 
commodities, it’s really not until after the battling ends that the long-term effects of Bacon’s Rebellion begin. 


You see, the wealthy & powerful had just seen something hitherto unheard of... European “gentlemen” had risen up against them 
alongside slaves, servants, and freemen of both European & African origin, getting so far as destroying the colony’s capital city. In 
order to keep things like this from happening again, Virginian lawmakers began differentiating between those of African & Europe- 
an descent, making those of African descent hereditary slaves, while simultaneously giving slightly more rights & freedom to the 
poorer Europeans. 


The first use of the term “white” to describe someone based on their skin color was in 1671. (Oxford Dictionary) After Bacon’s rebel- 
lion, the words “white” and “black” began appearing more and more in legal & private documents. If you were of African descent 
you were “black” and if you were from European descent you were “white.” With this simple magic trick, indentured servants & 
other poor folks of European descent began to see themselves as having more in common with the “white” landowners and bank- 
ers, and less with the other servants & slaves of African descent. By 1705, “white” workers were freed, allowed to own land, and 
given various other privileges, while “blacks” were now captured by the slave system that would spread throughout America. In 
1727, slave patrols were created, wherein poor “whites” were actually paid to actively oppress their “black” brothers. This all laid 
the foundation for the next few centuries of American society, with the poor divided by skin color while the wealthy ruling class 


gained ever more power & control.

Lucy E. Parsons was

dangerous than a thousand rioters.” During her 
seven decades activism she was an inspiring labor 
organizing, a prolific writer & editor, a potent 
speaker, and a dedicated advocate of Liberty. 
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Dlavery Chen and Now ..... 


hroughout history slavery has been a prominent feature. From the Babylonians to the Romans, the Vikings, the Mongols, the Russians, and across the world in every region, in- 
cluding across the African Continent, slavery was standard practice. 


he story of the African Slave in America has been contorted, not for the benefit of Black America as predominantly purported, but rather to further the divide and conquer strategy 
designed and implemented by the beneficiaries of hereditary social dominance. The story of the destitute indentured Irishman or Slav to monopolists is completely ignored, even 
though that story has at least as much financial and social significance as the story of the African slave. 


Slavery in the Americas did not start with Europeans but existed between tribes long before the first European encounter. Mayan, Aztec, and Iroquois to name a few were each 
practicing slavery. After Europeans arrived in the Americas, many tribes dove right into the slave trade alongside them. The Comanche sold Paiute seasonally, simply because the 
Paiute didn’t have the means to prevent this. 


Slavery in Africa didn’t start with Europeans but existed as far back as human activity has been recorded. To the point of this article, the specific African tribes or groups that op- 
lerated massive slave operations to European Nations and the Americas, as well as to Asia, included the Dahomey, the Alawite Dynasty, Ottoman Algeria, Egypt, the Kanem Bornu 
Empire, the Kingdom of Allada, the Aro Confederacy, the Ashanti Empire, the Songhai Empire, and the Mali Empire. 70% of the slaves that were sold to the Americas were trans- 
ported by the British and the Portuguese. 90% of enslaved Africans were sent to the Caribbean and South America, while only 6% were brought to British North America. In the 
1700’s African slaves were openly sold in England. 


In the American Colonies, the practice of buying slaves was mostly one that only the most wealthy could afford. “...only 384,000 of the Southern white population of 8,099,760 in 
1860 actually owned slaves. And the great majority of owners held fewer than five slaves, not enough to be important economically, and socially significant only after color had 
come to define the difference between free and unfree.” That is, 4.7 percent of Southern whites owned any number of slaves, and the great majority of those owned less than 
five slaves. Slaves in 1850 were valued at $1,000, making the total value of slave property four billion dollars, four times the northern manufacturing industry value. “In effect, the 
basis of slavery was contractual, a penalty imposed because a military or financial failure to maintain one’s freedom. The manumission laws on both sides of the Atlantic gave legal 
status to this moral outlook by enabling owners to return slaves to their naturally free state once the slave expiated the failure, wither by paying off the debt or securing the own- 
lers forgiveness. Since all British colonies in North America began adhering to this concept of slavery as a mixture of servitude and freedom, there was initially little to distinguish 
between slaves and indentured servants.” (Andro Linklater, 2013)(Corey Haag, 2022) 


he incredible sadism that is often remembered in regard to African American slavery existed between the late 1600’s up until the end of the Civil War. The transition to harsh 
treatment was facilitated by the change in the type of property a slave was. Rather than real estate, the laws of the south especially began to identify slaves as chattel and unmixed 
property, meaning slave owners had absolute rights to their slaves, to do with as they pleased. 


Starting in 1691, prohibitions on racial intermixing between whites and blacks only increased along with severity of punishments associated with doing so. Laws did not prevent 
mixing though, as huge portions of the population were mixed race. Southern Congressmen enforced the “gag rule” in US Congress, banning speech regarding slavery. Slave codes 
in the South forced white people to treat slaves in only prescribed ways, regarding everything including hiring, punishments, travel, and education. The entire population was taxed 
to the benefit of the small group of profiteers of the slave industry. Abolition of slavery was an avoided topic as cotton served as a majority of American exports, valuing at $120 
million annually. All the states shared in that economic benefit. In the end, the moral question needed to loom larger than the comfortable economic benefit. 


After slavery was “abolished” and the civil war concluded, rights for blacks were enforced by Northern interference in the Reconstruction. After the 1873 economic crash, the 
Northern presence left and the South fell under Jim Crow laws and made land ownership, voting rights, and education nearly universally unattainable for blacks, giving Southern 
Whites a political monopoly. 


he conditions that slaves and indentured servants had to live in were most often contemptable by modern standards but was no different than the conditions of the 47 million 
serfs in Russia, millions of slaves in China, and the multitude of slaves globally. A major difference between the indentured Irish and Slav and the African slave was that by 1850, 
most African slaves were 3rd, 4th or 5th generation Americans, because slave importation was outlawed in 1808, and that led to a significant economic incentive to maintain the 
slave population. The population of African slaves in America grew organically by reproduction vs by the continual importation of slaves, despite the fact that infant mortality was| 
twice as high as white children, mostly due to undernourishment from premature weaning and consumption of nutritionally void gruels. So while African slaves were becoming 
lgenerationally invested in this nation, even if only as slaves, the life of the indentured Irishman or Slav was significantly less valuable and it was more fiscally reasonable to send 
indentured men to dangerous jobs, and keep the African slaves on the plantation. If an indentured man died, there was a vast amount of other men waiting to fill their role, and 
at a great discount for their patron and boss. 


We must never disregard or belittle the suffering of any people, but we must also never exaggerate one groups suffering to make it appear that it was exclusively damaging. The 
truth is that 99% of the human population has suffered under the rule of the most psychopathic individuals and groups for millennia. When we accept the narrative that “white 
people” enslaved “black people”, we completely disregard the fact that white and black are illusory distinctions. | see shades of human beings extending from pale, to pink and 
tan, olive to brown, to dark brown and black. The vast majority of enslavement in recorded history, by the numbers, has occurred by dark skinned humans. Are Romans darker or 
lighter skinned? They certainly aren’t white, and they certainly aren’t black, but they also certainly enslaved people with all colors of skin. The Vikings enslaved other light skinned 
people. The Mongols enslaved dark and light skinned people across Asia, Africa, and Europe. The claim upon ancestral subjugation is one that belongs to all people regardless o 
skin color. The real claim upon sufferings from slavery are the people still enslaved today, mostly in African nations that turn a blind eye to slavery. 


he real virus of today is the mental and societal manipulations by the Globalists, who’s ancestors were the monopolists in the 1666 precious metal coup, and who’s interwoven 
lineage has spawned generations of politicians, rulers, and business leaders born of incest. A great and simple example of this is the fact that all but potentially 2 US presidents are 
close blood relatives. These same monopolists are those that intend to enslave the entire world through Central Banks by manufacturing a debt owed to themselves by the people. 


So, while the founder of the BLM movement is buying multimillion dollar houses and low intelligence, middle-class, sexually confused white men and women are announcing the 
sufferings of the black American population, the real beneficiaries of the divisions within our society remain in the same advantaged position of authority and control. The hypoc- 
risies amongst the oppressed 99% of the population extend into the ludicrous and destructive, and they are designed to be so. 


Barrack Obama put it best in a speech at the United Nations where he said, “Authoritarian regimes... around the world... have learned to conscript social media platforms to turn 
their own populations against groups they don’t like... it’s not necessary for people to believe this information in order to weaken democratic institutions. You just have to flood 
a country’s public square with enough raw sewage. You just have to raise enough questions, spread enough dirt, plant enough conspiracy theorizing that citizens no longer know 
What to believe. Once they lose trust in their leaders, in mainstream media, in political institutions, in each other, in the possibility of truth, the game’s won.”

moving on to a full-blown COINTELPRO operation (https:// 
en.wikipedia.org/wiki/COINTELPRO) wherein they wiretapped 
his phones, had undercover agents and informants around him 
almost constantly, spread fake news stories about him, they 
even sent a letter trying to convince him to kill himself (https:// 
www.vox.com/xpress/2014/11/12/7204453/martin-luther-king- 
fbi-letter), and much more. The supposed justification for all 
of this was the claim that King might become aligned with the 
Communist party - a claim for which they never found any 
evidence. The FBI was sued for their illegal surveillance of and 
other criminal activities against King in 1977; unsurprisingly the 
judge blocked any records from being released, and had them all 
sealed until 2027. 


The day of MLK’s murder, he was moved from an interior-facing 
hotel room to one facing out across the street by one of his aides, 
who turned out to be an undercover government agent. The 
murder weapon (a 30-06 rifle) was found sitting next door to a 
boarding house across the street. This rifle was used as evidence 
against one James Earl Ray, who was told he would receive the 
death penalty if he did not plead guilty to the murder, and his 
public defender told him that he would intentionally lose the 
case if it went to trial. Ray, feeling trapped, took the plea deal 

(as so many in America do for similar reasons.) Ray immedi- 
ately recanted his plea after being sentenced, and maintained 

his innocence until his death, claiming he had been framed by 

a gun-runner named Raoul. Besides Ray, the court found that 
there was a conspiracy including Lloyd Jowers and others, but 
not much came from it. It's worth noting that Raoul has also 
been identified by eye-witnesses as being with Jack Ruby in 1963 
when JFK was assassinated. 


More than thirty years later, King’s widow Coretta Scott King 
and their children sued “Jowers and Other Unknown Co-Con- 
spirators, for the wrongful death of MLK. The four-week civil 
trial included testimonies from more than 70 witnesses, and the 
jury came back with a unanimous decision in favor of the King 
family. Damages of $100 were rewarded, which the King family 
donated to charity. 


Jowers named Memphis PD Officer Lt. Earl Clark as the assassin, 
using a rifle that Jowers had gotten from someone named Raoul, 
after being paid $1,000,000 by a mafia-connected produce dealer 
named Frank Liberto to have King murdered, being promised 


that police would not be on the scene. Jowers also described a 
meeting he had prior to that, including two undercover police 
officers and two men who didn’t identify themselves but whom 
he was convinced were federal agents. 


Author & historian Jim Douglass had this to say of the trial: 

“I can hardly believe the fact that, apart from the courtroom 
participants, only Memphis TV reporter Wendell Stacy and I 
attended from beginning to end this historic three-and-one-half 
week trial. Because of journalistic neglect scarcely anyone else 
in this land of ours even knows what went on in it [...] What 

I experienced in that courtroom ranged from inspiration at 

the courage of the Kings, their lawyer-investigator William F. 
Pepper, and the witnesses, to amazement at the government’s 
carefully interwoven plot to kill Dr. King. The seriousness with 
which US. intelligence agencies planned the murder of Martin 
Luther King Jr. speaks eloquently of the threat Kingian nonvi- 
olence represented to the powers that be in the spring of 1968.”

Martin Luther King Jr was easily one of the most influential 
men of the 20th century, and his assassination (along with those 
of Malcolm X, JFK, and RFK - also all linked to US intelligence 
agencies) was one of the biggest coverups the world has seen.

As you know, if I were standing at the beginning of time, 
with the possibility of general and panoramic view of the 
whole human history up to now, and the Almighty said to 
me, “Martin Luther King, which age would you like to live 
in?” — I would take my mental flight by Egypt through, 

or rather across the Red Sea, through the wilderness on 
toward the promised land. And in spite of its magnificence, I 
wouldn't stop there. I would move on by Greece, and take my 
mind to Mount Olympus. And I would see Plato, Aristotle, 
Socrates, Euripides and Aristophanes assembled around the 
Parthenon as they discussed the great and eternal issues of 
reality. 

But I wouldn't stop there. I would go on, even to the great 
heyday of the Roman Empire. And I would see developments 
around there, through various emperors and leaders. But I 
wouldn't stop there. I would even come up to the day of the 
Renaissance, and get a quick picture of all that the Renais- 
sance did for the cultural and esthetic life of man. 

But I wouldnt stop there. I would even go by the way that 
the man for whom I’m named had his habitat. And I would 
watch Martin Luther as he tacked his ninety-five theses on 
the door at the church in Wittenberg. But I wouldn't stop 
there. I would come on up even to 1863, and watch a vacillat- 
ing president by the name of Abraham Lincoln finally come 
to the conclusion that he had to sign the Emancipation Proc- 
lamation. But I wouldn't stop there. I would even come up to 
the early thirties, and see a man grappling with the problems 
of the bankruptcy of his nation. And come with an eloquent 
cry that we have nothing to fear but fear itself. 

But I wouldn't stop there. Strangely enough, I would turn 

to the Almighty, and say, “If you allow me to live just a few 
years in the second half of the twentieth century, I will be 
happy.’ Now that’s a strange statement to make, because the 
world is all messed up. The nation is sick. Trouble is in the 
land. Confusion all around. That’s a strange statement. But I 
know, somehow, that only when it is dark enough, can you 
see the stars. And I see God working in this period of the 
twentieth century in a away that men, in some strange way, 
are responding — something is happening in our world. The 
masses of people are rising up. And wherever they are assem- 
bled today, whether they are in Johannesburg, South Africa; 
Nairobi, Kenya; Accra, Ghana; New York City; Atlanta, Geor- 
gia; Jackson, Mississippi; or Memphis, Tennessee — the cry is 
always the same — “We want to be free.” 


And another reason that I’m happy to live in this period is 
that we have been forced to a point where we're going to have 
to grapple with the problems that men have been trying to 
grapple with through history, but the demand didn’t force 
them to do it. Survival demands that we grapple with them. 
Men, for years now, have been talking about war and peace. 
But now, no longer can they just talk about it. It is no longer 
a choice between violence and nonviolence in this world; it’s 


nonviolence or nonexistence. 

... And that’s all this whole thing is about. We aren't engaged 
in any negative protest and in any negative arguments with 
anybody. We are saying that we are determined to be men. 
We are determined to be people. We are saying that we are 
God’s children. And that we don’t have to live like we are 
forced to live. 


Now, what does all of this mean in this great period of histo- 
ry? It means that we've got to stay together. We've got to stay 
together and maintain unity. You know, whenever Pharaoh 
wanted to prolong the period of slavery in Egypt, he hada 
favorite, favorite formula for doing it. What was that? He 
kept the slaves fighting among themselves. But whenever the 
slaves get together, something happens in Pharaohs court, 
and he cannot hold the slaves in slavery. When the slaves get 
together, that’s the beginning of getting out of slavery. Now 
let us maintain unity. 


Now about injunctions: We have an injunction and we're go- 
ing into court tomorrow morning to fight this illegal, uncon- 
stitutional injunction. All we say to America is, “Be true to 
what you said on paper.” IfI lived in China or even Russia, or 
any totalitarian country, maybe I could understand the denial 
of certain basic First Amendment privileges, because they 
hadn't committed themselves to that over there. But some- 
where I read of the freedom of assembly. Somewhere I read 
of the freedom of speech. Somewhere I read of the freedom 
of the press. Somewhere I read that the greatness of America 
is the right to protest for right. And so just as I say, we aren't 
going to let any injunction turn us around. We are going on. 


Now the other thing we'll have to do is this: Always anchor 
our external direct action with the power of economic with- 
drawal. Now, we are poor people, individually, we are poor 
when you compare us with white society in America. We are 
poor. Never stop and forget that collectively, that means all 
of us together, collectively we are richer than all the nations 
in the world, with the exception of nine. Did you ever think 
about that? After you leave the United States, Soviet Russia,

Great Britain, West Germany, France, and I could name the 
others, the Negro collectively is richer than most nations of 
the world. We have an annual income of more than thirty 
billion dollars a year, which is more than all of the exports of 
the United States, and more than the national budget of Can- 
ada. Did you know that? That's power right there, if we know 
how to pool it. We don’t have to argue with anybody. We 
don't have to curse and go around acting bad with our words, 
We don't need any bricks and bottles, we don’t need any Mo- 
lotov cocktails, we just need to go around to these stores, and 
to these massive industries in our country, and say, “God sent 
us by here, to say to you that you're not treating his children 
right. And we've come by here to ask you to make the first 
item on your agenda fair treatment, where God’s children are 
concerned. Now, if you are not prepared to do that, we do 
have an agenda that we must follow. And our agenda calls for 
withdrawing economic support from you.” 
And so, as a result of this, we are asking you tonight, to 
go out and tell your neighbors not to buy Coca-Cola in 
Memphis. Go by and tell them not to buy Sealtest milk. Tell 
them not to buy—what is the other bread?— Wonder Bread. 
And what is the other bread company, Jesse? Tell them not to 
buy Hart’s bread. As Jesse Jackson has said, up to now, only 
the garbage men have been feeling pain; now we must kind 
of redistribute the pain. We are choosing these companies 
because they haven't been fair in their hiring policies; and 
we are choosing them because they can begin the process 
of saying, they are going to support the needs and the rights 
of these men who are on strike. And then they can move on 
downtown and tell Mayor Loeb to do what is right. 


But not only that, we've got to strengthen black institutions. 
I call upon you to take your money out of the banks down- 
town and deposit your money in Tri-State Bank—we want a 
“bank-in” movement in Memphis. So go by the savings and 
loan association. I’m not asking you something we don't do 
ourselves at SCLC. Judge Hooks and others will tell you that 
we have an account here in the savings and loan association 
from the Southern Christian Leadership Conference. We're 
just telling you to follow what we're doing. Put your money 
there. You have six or seven black insurance companies in 
Memphis. Take out your insurance there. We want to have 
an “insurance-in.” Now these are some practical things we 
can do. We begin the process of building a greater economic 
base. And at the same time, we are putting pressure where it 
really hurts. I ask you to follow through here. 


Now, let me say as I move to my conclusion that we've got to 
give ourselves to this struggle until the end. Nothing would 
be more tragic than to stop at this point, in Memphis. We've 
got to see it through. And when we have our march, you 
need to be there. Be concerned about your brother. You may 
not be on strike. But either we go up together, or we go down 
together. Let us develop a kind of dangerous unselfishness... 
That's the question before you tonight. Not, “IfI stop to help 
the sanitation workers, what will happen to all of the hours 
that I usually spend in my office every day and every week as 
a pastor?” The question is not, “If I stop to help this man in 
need, what will happen to me?” “If I do not stop to help the 
sanitation workers, what will happen to them?” That's the 
question. 


Let us rise up tonight with a greater readiness. Let us stand 
with a greater determination. And let us move on in these 
powerful days, these days of challenge to make America wha’ 
it ought to be. We have an opportunity to make America 

a better nation. And I want to thank God, once more, for 
allowing me to be here with you. 


Well, I don’t know what will happen now. We've got some 
difficult days ahead. But it doesn’t matter with me now.

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Key Takeaways from Dr. King’s Mountaintop Speech 


There are some especially significant points made during this final speech of one of the greatest or- 
ators and changemakers in living memory. Firstly, I want to emphasize the importance of the ability 
to communicate succinctly, electrically, and vigorously. Dr. King was a master at energizing others 

ith his rallying and rousing, methodical and melodical speechmaking. It is a fading practice to 
use our words with precision and conviction. I want to encourage all people to learn from our an- 
cestors and thought leaders, speechmakers of Ancient times to now, and learn all you can about the 
practice of utilizing words and speech to influence and uplift others. Dr. King was extremely gifted 
in this regard. 

In a short speech, this great man was able to instill several virtues that we should all endeavor to, 
often without referring to them directly and often expressing his courage to act upon those virtues. 
He describes his willingness to be present in the moment, even if given the gift of abandoning it 
for sunnier shores. We all can imagine the genie granting a wish to alter the circumstances of our 
lives for ideal conditions, but it takes real courage to know that no matter what you were put on 
this earth in this moment for a reason, no matter how horrible it may be, and you will give every- 
thing that you are to make this life, this experience, this reality, as beautiful as possible. Even if that 
Imeans your premature death. The cause was bigger than the man, and he knew this and chose to 
pursue glory for all mankind rather than comfort for himself. 

Dr. King indicates that freedom is more valuable than comfort. “...we are determined to be men.” 
‘There was a time when to “be a man” was to be honorable in the face of ones creator, humble and 
respectful to ones elders, and ones family, responsible and accountable for one’s self and depen- 
dents, dignified in ones humanity, strong and unyielding in the face of injustice. That's mostly 
evaporated today, but it was not too far gone in the time of Dr. King. He spoke out to the condition 
of mankind, straightening its back and bucking off the parasitic psychopaths that had latched on to 
the people. 

Dr. King spoke of the victory that only comes from unity. He recognized the divisions that the 
government was manufacturing within the society. He recognized that the only way through the 
contemptable infighting that had been constructing was through unity between all the people. 
Dr. King expressed the tangible quality of declared rights, those which have given the United States 
a particular safeguard that exists nowhere else on the planet. The affirmed human right to free 
speech, free assembly, free press, and the freedom to protest for right. He very clearly states, “We 
are going on.” Sometimes you have to charge directly at the dragon to finally realize that beast was 
tamable where you thought it was your doom. 
The next point is of tactical importance at any time a people wish to change the course of their 
society. Direct the flow and type of production and those that manage production through cap- 
ital or labor. Dr. King calls for boycott’s on businesses that were actively oppressive toward poor 
blacks, like Coca-Cola. He tells the people to remove their money from unsupportive banks. He 
tells people to direct their capital and energy toward supportive organizations. This is fundamen- 
tally important for any society to alter its condition. In today’s Untied States of America, we have 
a population enslaved to Coca-Cola, to Hollywood, to Social Media, to Political Parties (Factions), 
to games and distractions of all sorts, to the Federal Reserve and the International Monetary Fund. 
'The enslaved today are the bent backs that Dr. King warned about in this speech. The parasites have 
latched on to more of the population than ever. We need to stop funding our enslavement. End our 
relationship to all of these despicable institutions. There are other and far better options available. 
Options that are being created by the very people the governments of the world are encouraging, 
indoctrinating, and forcing you to fear and hate. We need to create our own true value amongst 
ourselves, ignore and dispose of the fiat that only brings debt and despair, and use our newfound 
alue to restore balance to this planet and to humanity.
